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Annexation planners cut Mt.

The Town of Didsbury presented a new concept for a 
proposed Mountain View County annexation during an 
open house session at the county office July 24. 

The most significant change to the plan included the 
removal of Mountain View Estates from the annexation 
proposal. 

At the previous annexation and Inter-municipal develop¬ 
ment agreement public meeting, many residents from 
Mountain View Estates were present and stated their 
objections to being included in the expansion. 

According to Mayor Dorothy Moore, the town has a tight 
timeline to complete work with the comity and other towns 
on memorandums of understanding for the inter-municipal 
development agreement. 

Eliminating the acreages from annexation consideration 
allows all parties involved to advance in the annexation 
process, said Moore. 

But county Reeve A1 Kemmere reminds landowners that 
their elimination from annexation is only temporary. 

“Those of you who live in Mountain View Estates and 


those of you who live in Rosebud Estates, you need to 
know the county in negotiations with the town are not 
going to be able to stop (annexation) all the time,” he said. 

Kemmere spoke about not being able to create “islands," 
which refers to a parcel being excluded from annexation 
when all neighbouring properties are annexed. 

"The provincial board will automatically throw it in, sim¬ 
ple as that. Because it is not good municipal planning," he 
said. 

“For the short, you’re on notice that sometime in the next 
period of time -and I won’t specify when it is, but at some 
point those acreages will be annexed. 

So you can do your own mental thoughts on that. It will 
happen at some point.” 

Town Manager Roy Brown said, included with the IDF 
agreement Ls a clause that allows the town to approach the 
county with an annexation request every three years. 

“We were trying to think of when the last Didsbury 
annexation was and the closest we could come up with 
was 4J years ago,” said Brown. 

“That’s much too long. It should be a regular process and 
1 give both councils an extreme amount of credit for devel¬ 
oping an agreement that will allow this ongoing concilia-

tion and working together for regional prosperity both in 
the county and the town of Didsbury." 

Dave Dittrick and Brian Austrom of Austroni Consulting, 
a firm contracted by the town and county to facilitate plan¬ 
ning spoke about the planning and consideration that went 
into the creation of five potential concepts for annexation. 

While the open house was the last scheduled meeting for 
the IDP and annexation, Dittrick says it’s important to stay 
in touch with the affected landowners. 

“The last thing we are going to do is run and hide," he 
said. 

“We will be consulting with you on the changes that have 
occurred." 

The open house, like the previous meeting acted as an 
information gathering process for all parties to take into 
final negotiations. 

The init ial proposed annexation was a 14-quarter section 
expansion, which became t he largest bid of ail five munic¬ 
ipalities involved in the IDP. 

Municipalities hope to have negotiations complete by the 
end of August and proposals to see third reading by their 
respective council prior to the upcoming municipal elec¬ 
tion this fall.

Wild Rose constituency seeks Thompson’s successor 

First candidate announces intentions

The race Ls on in Wild Rose to find a successor for the riding’s 
iconic MP Myron Thompson, who is retir¬ 
ing when the next federal election is 
caUtxl. 

The riding launched the search last 
week by releasing nomination papers to 
prospective candidates. 

The constituency association expects to 
hold a nominating meeting, “sometime in 
the late fall,” said Aidan Henderson, chair 
of the nominating committee. 

The first candidate to declare publicly 
was real estate agent Blake Richards, 

Thompson’s former constituency 
assistant, who issued a press release 
the day following the association’s 
announcement. 

Richards was raised on a farm near 
Olds, has a degree in political science and 
has been involved locally in the Reform, 

Canadian Alliance and Conservative 
parties since 1988 

“We expect as many as 15 
Conservatives to consider mnning,” said 
Henderson. 

“The strong level of interest indicates 
that the riding is healthy and that Myron is 
leaving a great legacy.” 

“By beginning the process early, we 
hope to be able to recruit as many high 
quality candidates as possible. 


“It will also casure that all candidates in the race an' given 
the maximum amount of time possible to campaign," 
Henderson said. 

The Round Up has learned of six others, in addition to 


Edwards, who are out collecting the signatures needed for the 
nomination application. 

These include Cheryl Walker, Larry Steier and Gerry 
Neustaedter of Cochrane; Garnet Hammer of Olds; Nathan 
Cooper of Canmore and Eric Wilder of 
Calgary. 

Thompson has not endorsed a 
successor. 

“It is our goal to make this an 
open and exciting race with as many 
qualified candidates as possible,” said 
Henderson. 

“It will be one of the most exciting 
races we have seen in a long time.” 

Candidates face a rigorous pre-nomi¬ 
nation screening. 

In addition to the lengthy application, 
security check and collection of sup¬ 
porting signatures, candidates must 
submit two deposits totalling $2,000. 

The first is a $1,000 “performance 
bond" that is refundable to those who 
win a per cent of the nominating vote.. 
The exact percentage is to be deter¬ 
mined, but this provision ensures that 
only serious candidates apply, 
Henderson said. 

There is an addition al $1,000 “good 
conduct” promise to the party. 

Once the nomination papers are 
approved, the candidate will be given 
access to the membership list and 
allowed to campaign as though the writ 
had been dropped.

What you need to know about 
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Fatality inquiry called into pool death

Recommendations to 
prevent further drownings 
at the Olds Aquatic Centre 
could result from a fatali¬ 
ty inquiry set for early 
2008. 

The inquiry into the 
death of Jordon Neave 
has been scheduled for 
Feb. 27 to 29, 2008 in the 
Didsbury Provincial Court 
house. 

“Public fatality inquiries 
are not required for all 
deaths, but they are held 
most often in the case of 
an accidental death, and 
especially a preventable 
death or the death of a 
person in custody,” said 
Ileal her Massel, Alberta 
Justice spokesperson. 
“Certain cases will be 
reviewed by the fatality 
review board and then 
recommend if a public 
fatality inquiry should be 
held.”' 

Jordon Neave, 8 years 
old, was found unrespon¬ 
sive at the Olds Aquatic 
Centre on May 20, 2000. 

According to town offi¬ 
cials at the time, Neave 
was at the pool with his 
10-year-old brother and 
grandfather, who were 
reportedly not in the 
swimming area when 
Jordon was found. 

Officials said, the senior 
lifeguard on duty pulled

Neave out of about a 
metre-and-a-half of water, 
where he was spotted 
lying at tin 1 bottom by 
another child. 

The lifeguard adminis¬ 
tered CPR until KMS per¬ 
sonnel arrived and Neave 
was rushed to Olds hospi¬ 
tal where he was declared 
dead. 

Neave was reportedly 
wearing a life jacket earli¬ 
er that day because he 
was unable to meet the 
swimming requirements 
to play in the deep end of 
the pool, which reaches a 
maximum of just over 
three metres. 

Officials at the time 
reported the young boy 
had removed the lifejack¬ 
et to ride the waterslide. 

There were 44 people in 
the pool at the time of the 
incident and two life¬ 
guards on duty with a 
combination of seven 
years of experience. 

“Public fatality inquiries 
by their nature are only 


held after any or all crimi¬ 
nal justice proceedings in 
an incident are finished 
with,” said Massel. 

Fatality inquiries are 
limited to establishing 
things like cause, manner, 
time, place and circum¬ 
stances of death. 

“The judge in the case is 
going to prepare a report 
for the minister ami these 
reports as a general rule 
can make recommenda¬ 
tions that can help to pre¬ 
vent similar occurrences," 
said Massel. “They are not 
able to make findings of 
legal responsibility." 

The whole idea behind 
fatality inquiries is to 
determine if anything 
coidd have been done dif¬ 
ferently to prevent a simi¬ 
lar tragedy from occur¬ 
ring. 

“Are there any lessons 
we can learn out of this 
that will help in the 
future?" said Massel. 

“It’s a preliminary step 
before the actual inquiry 


takes place, certainly it’s 
open to the public and the 
media,” said Massel. 
“There are no witnesses 
called, no evidence is 
introduced, which may 
beg the question why do 
you have it. The point is 
that everybody under¬ 
stands why the inquiry 
has been called, what 
they want to accomplish, 
the kinds of issues that 
are going to be explored 
and what are the different 
procedures that you fol¬ 
low in an actual fatality 
inquiry.” 

A pre-inquiry has been 
scheduled for Aug. 2.‘1 and 
Massel said the pre 
inquiry will address what 
is going to be covered dur¬ 
ing the actual fatality 
inquiry. 

“It just makes sure that 
everyone is real clear on 
what the outcomes 
are...what exactly can be 
accomplished from a 
fatality inquiry,” said 
Massel.

It’s amazing the difference 14 

P ~ ~ § days can make. 

At the initial inter-municipal 
development plan and annexa¬ 
tion public information session, 
the general mood of the room 
could be summed up with one 
word - fnistration. 

Negotiations between Mountain View County 
and the Town of Didsbury resulted in a proposed 
14 quarter section annexation, the scale-tipping 
largest of any amount of land being acquired by a 
municipality in the county. 

Included in the proposed pickup was Mountain 
View Estates, and residents from the community 
came out in force. 

Concerns ranged, but a common thread seemed 
to be residents looking for more time versus the 
town’s urgency to expand. 

Some residents felt as if they were being 
shuffled to a potentially increased tax bracket and 
lifestyle (hat they didn’t bargain for when they 
purchased land in the county. 

Fast forward to last week, after having clocked 
several additional hours of negotiations, the town 
presented a new option for annexation, removing 
Mountain View Estates from the plan. 

“This has restored my faith in the town and the 
county,” said one landowner at t he meeting. 

In political arenas that I have reported on in the 
past, seeing elected leaders nod their heads and 
say they are listening to your concerns wasn’t 
unusual. That’s just the way it is. 

Naturally, they can’t close the door, plug their 
fingers in their ears and scream “I’ll do what I 
want to do.” So sometimes being listened to is 
artificial. In fact, most people who have had any 
bad experiences with politicians have seen that 
song and dance. 

Therefore, at the first meeting when the town 
and its planners said they were noting concerns, it 
is easy to realize why some landowners were rest¬ 
less. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore, sitting centre on the 
panel of town and county representatives had a 
reason to smile. 

While you can never make a blanket statement 
that something made everyone mad, and 
something else made everyone happy - aside 
from the requisite handful of concerns, the fresh¬ 
ly trimmed proposal has made a difference. 

One landowner, who was vocal at the first 
meeting came armed with a petition and a stack of 
letters from residents of Mountain View Estates 
objecting to the town’s expansion in their parts. 

He admitted he was ready to continue the fight, 
but with the removal of those who didn’t want to 
be annexed, there was nothing to be upset about. 

As nature takes its course, Mountain View 
Estates will one day be under the umbrella of the 
town of Didsbury - but for now, the country 
lifestyle that originally attracted landowners to 
the scenic acreage development will not change. 

Strategic planning? 1 suppose that can be 
debated. But voices were heard, and the town 
responded.

good that you could make a meal 
on the fish alone, but potatoes 
accompany the fish as do carrots, 
cucumbers, asparagus, salads 
and sauces. We had moose burg¬ 
ers and moose stew, shrimp, 
lamb and pork. There is now a 
Norwegian restaurant chain that 
specializes in beef steaks and 
ribs and I'm sure their meat is 
good, but we get great beef at 
home so we were not tempted to 
eat steak in preference to fish. 

It was strawberry season in 
Norway (jordbaer) and the “jord- 
baers” were excellent, deep red, 
heavy with juice, sweet and full 
of flavour. We ate them “as is” 
and as part of more complex 
desserts. It would be quite possi¬ 
ble to skip the whole main 
course and get your allotted calo¬ 
ries from dessert. We had an 
enormous pavlova, filled with 
st rawberry cream and covered in 
strawberries, blueberries and 
kiwi, success kake, almost marzi¬ 
pan, made with ground almonds 
and egg whites, blot kake, w hich 
is sponge layers filled with and 
covered in whipped cream and 
decorated with whipped cream, 
knunkaker, delicate, crisp cook¬ 
ies nilled into a comet and eaten 
with or without a whipped cream 
filling. The krumkaker was 
served with multe cream, which 
was multe preserves folded into 
whipped cream. 

Cream figures largely in 
Norwegian cuisine, so if you 
have a problem with cholesterol 
maybe you had better book tick¬ 


ets to Spain or Greece and take 
your chances with a non dairy 
diet. One night we had great serv¬ 
ings of rommegrot (cream por¬ 
ridge) and it is wonderful but it's 
not diet food. My recipe calls for 
two cups thick sour cream, one 
quart whole milk, one cup flour 
and a tsp. salt. This is Norway’s 
national dish and the resulting 
velvety porridge is served with 
clarified butter, brown sugar and 
cinnamon. Some people also add 
chopped hard-boiled egg. I can't 
imagine why. 

Because one of the cousins has 
a Polish mother-in-law we also 
had a Polish feast and it was a 
treat as well. Barbara goes into 
the forest and picks her own 
mushrooms which she sautes in 
butter and folds into the most 
delicate and delicious crepe 
known to mankind. This was fol¬ 
lowed by lamb chops, cabbage 
rolls, potatoes and several other 
dishes all of which were mar¬ 
velous. To accompany the meal 
we drank cups of a clear, dill 
flavoured beet borscht that was 
so gcxxl that I begged for the 
recipe. Barbara smiled and gave 
me two envelopes of KNORR 
Barszcz cverwony. It seems the 
KNORR company is worldwide. 
Now if I can just figure out the 
instructions. 

All this wonderful food and all 
eaten and eryoyed in gorgeous 
scenery and with our much loved 
family that we randy get to see. 
We had a lovely time in Norway.

of the fiights I read a novel by a 
Scottish author, in it he used the 
Scottish expression, “holiday's 
over, back to old clothes and por¬ 
ridge.” After a few weeks of 
Norwegian meals that saying was 
especially appropriate for ils. 

The Norwegian relatives fed us 
very, very well. Breakfasts are 
amazing and a sample menu 
would include three or four types 
of bread and buns, butter, three 
or four types of hard cheese, two 
or three cream cheese spreads, 
three or four cold meats, boiled 
eggs, caviar, cold cereal, honey, 
several jams that might include 
strawberry, cloudberry (multe), 
raspberry and blueberry, milk, 
cream, orange juice, fresh fmit 
and coffee. Multe looks like a 
golden raspberry but has a bit of 
a smoky citrus flavour. There is 
great variety in the cream cheese 
spreads; one really delicious one 
was beet and pineapple another 
was ham and garlic. 

The idea is that you choose

C elsius, compared to 17.9 degrees Celsius in 2000 and 10.1 
degrees Celsius in 2005. 


While numbers were not available at press time, 
Didsbury Manager of Parks and Recreation 
Byron Sayer says people are grabbing their 
bathing suits to rival the cooking 
conditions. 

“It always makes a nice way to beat the 
heat," said Sayer. 

“Definitely our family and public swims 
have increased over the past month.”

45 to 54 year-olds dominate Didsbury 

Stats Can releases local age and gender stats

Didsbury Review 

According to this year’s Statistics 
Canada age and sox census, Didsbury’s 
population is 4,275, which is up eight per 
cent from 3,935, the count during the last 
release in 2001. 

The census also shows Didsbury is dom¬ 
inated by the 45 to 54 year-old age range. 
With approximately 14 per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation, 600 people were clocked in that 
age category. 

The next highest age group is the 35-44- 
year-olds w ith 595. 

According to a statement on the Town of 
Didsbury website, these numbers have an 
impact on many areas. 

“This has implications for services, 
mobility, and housing. With new residen¬ 
tial development, the replacement of our 
high school with a $7.8M modem facility, 
the new $5M Aspen Ridge Seniors’ Lodge, 


a $3.1M infrastructure modernization in 
the works, and upcoming annexation 
plans, Didsbury is meeting the demands 
that come with changes to population," 
said the statement. 

The largest population for a specific gen¬ 
der and age group is 40-44 year- old 
females with 180, which is 4.2 per cent of 
the total population. The next largest is 
also women, in the 45 to 49-year old age 
category with 165. 

Didsbury's median age for 2006 is 40, 
with the median age for females 41.9 and 
the median age for males 37.7. 

Once again, the female to male ratio in 
Didsbury is high, with 2,186 females com¬ 
pared to 2,090 males in 2006. 

The number of seniors in Didsbury are 
on the rise, going from 655 in 1996 to 720 
in 2001 jumping to 8(H) last year. 

Didsbury’s land area is 5.47 km, which is 
.00085 per cent of Alberta’s land area 
<>40,044.57 square km.

Jaret Llewellyn of Innisfail highlighted 
a six-medal day for Canadian water 
skiers last Tuesday at the Pan Am 
Games in Rio with a double gold per¬ 
formance. 

Whitney McClintock of Cambridge, 
Ont., and Ryan Dodd of Olds also col¬ 
lected two medals each. 

It was a productive Games for the five- 
member Canadian water skiing and 
wakeboard team which finished with 
nine medals total. 

In men’s jump, Llewellyn took the gold 
for the third time in four Games soaring 
65.40 metres on his first of three jumps. 
He went 65.20 on the second and 60.10 
on the third. Dodd took the silver medal 
at 64.30 and Rodrigo Miranda of Chile 
was third in 61.20. 

“My first jump wasn’t as good as my 
best one yesterday in preliminaries but 1 
thought it had a chance of holding up,” 


said Llewellyn, 36, in his twenty-fourth 
season on the national team. “On that 
jump, 1 was nervous when I was cutting 
across because the water was pretty 
rough. In those conditions you start hav¬ 
ing doubts whether it will work out. 
When I heard the distance, I thought I 
might be able to challenge for the world 
record (67 metres) but the conditions 
needed to be a bit better.” 

In tricks, Llewellyn earned a Games 
record 11,040 points. Cory Piekos of 
the U.S., was second at 10,650 and Dodd 
was third at 9,580. 

“I went with my big run but I was wor¬ 
ried how the judges would score it,” said 
Llewellyn, now with eight career Pan 
Am medals. ”In the end I came close to 
my personal best score. It was great to 
do that performance under pressure. 
Cory had put down a great run.” 

Dodd, 22, was ecstatic to collect a 
medal in tricks. 

“That’s rare for me to win a medal in 
tricks,” said Dodd. “It was a real thrill to

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Chuckwagons turning into Sundre and Olds

Members of the All Pro Canadian Chuckwagon and 
Chariot Association will be turning their outfits into 
Sundre and Olds during the first two weeks in August. 

During the Heritage Day weekend, the drivers will be 
tearing up the track in Sundre as races are scheduled 
from Aug. 3-5. 

Meanwhile, during the Olds Fair and Rodeo, the rigs 
will be running from Aug. 9-10. Nightly performances 
will be held on each day with the finals slated for Sun. 
Aug. 12 following the final performance of the Olds 
Fair and Rodeo. 

As sanctioned events on the Taste the Dust Tour, for 
the wagon masters, the races at both Sundre and Olds 
are very important as the drivers will be racing for 
valuable points accumulated towards the champi¬ 
onship derby. For those drivers within the top 30 in the 
standings, they will be vying to pick up points in an 
effort to guarantee them the best possible placing, 
while other drivers just outside the top 30 within the 
standings will be trying to earn enough points to qual¬ 
ify them for the Taste The Dust Tour championship. 

According to the latest statistics released by the All 
Pro Chuckwagon and Chariot Association, veteran 
driver Rene Salmond is barely hanging onto the top 
spot within the Taste The Dust Tour standings. 
Salmond has 291 points and is just two points up on 
Keith Wood's 289 points. 

A veteran driver with 33 years of experience, 
Salmond has won every stop on the Taste the Dust 
Tour and is the reigning North American Champion, a 
title he has won six times. 

Meanwhile, Wood has claimed the North American 
Championship four times and has consistently been 
within the top ten on the Taste the Dust Tour since its 
inception. 

Another veteran driver, Lee Adamson is currently 
holding down third place on the Taste the Dust Tour 
with 272 accumulated points. A driver with 20 years of 
handling experience, Adamson is enjoying his best 
year on the chuckwagon circuit. 

This past weekend, drivers on the World 
Professional Chuckwagon Association nestled into the 
Drumheller valley to participate in the Badlands 
Dinosaur Derby, a stop on the Dodge Pro Tour. 


After posting slow times during the opening day of 
tin* annual derby, the rigs progressively bumped up 
their times as the track record was broken on day two 
and again demolished on Day three. 

With an aggregate time of 3:22.92, Neal Walgenbach 
was declared the Badlands Dinosaur Derby champion. 
In the box of the Super 8 Motel rig, he had the fastest 
wagon in the opening day of racing posting a time of 
1:07.(57. His run on the second day of competition was 
a bit slower at 1:08.95. But on his final turn of the bar¬ 
rels he blitzed the track by establishing a new track 
record of 1:06.30. Earlier in the meet, Kelly Sutherland, 
handling the Hear Now Inc. wagon had set the track 
record at 1:06.56. On the first night of racing, 
Sutherland hit a barrel and put himself out of the 
aggregate with an opening time of 1:13.20. 

Placing second at the Drumheller meet with an 
aggregate time of 3:23.97 was lucky Luke Tournier in 
the Banditos wagon. Taking third place was Rae 
Croteau Jr. who had a combined time of 3:25.13. 
Rounding out the top five drivers were Leo Tournier, 


timed at 3:25.60 and Mark Sutherland, clocked at 

3:25.62. 

On the WPCA world standings, Kelly Sutherland 
leads the way with 895.5 points. Luke Tournier holds 
down second with 858.5 points with Neal Walgenbach 
holding down third with 772 points. 

Results of the Canadian Professional Chuckwagon 
Association sanctioned meet at Lloydminster were not 
known at press time.
